As a reminder, only Baptized and Chrismated Orthodox Christians may receive Holy 
Communion. Follow the Ushers row by row and please exit towards the outside aisles. 
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About the beginning of His thirty-second year, when the Lord Jesus & 
was going throughout Galilee, preaching and working miracles, many & 
women who had received of His beneficence left their own homeland & 
and from then on followed after Him. They ministered unto Him out

S the Pharisees, learned in the Law and instructed in the Holy Scriptures. He had believed in Christ : 
x when, at the beginning of our Saviour's preaching of salvation, he came to Him by night. Furthermore,
